Gen. Pershing Makes Report. 
San Antonio, Texas, June 24.—Gen­ 
eral Pershing in his report today re­ 
ferred to the num ber of those who 
previously had returned to the Ameri­ 
can lines as eleven, although in pre­ 
vious dispatches, he fixed the num ber 
at seven. 
W ith those who w ere res­ 
cued by L ieutenant Meyer, the total 
number of those who 
had 
returned 
was twenty one. 
The total num ber of 
men in the two troops was eighty-four. 
General Pershing called attention to 
indications that fifty-seven were m iss­ 
ing and that press reports indicated 
that fourteen of these were dead and 
forty-seven w ere prisoners. 
He could 
not account for the num ber wounded. 
General Pershing reported th at he 
had received no word from the com­ 
m ander of the two squadrons of the 
Eleventh cavalry th a t had been sent 
forward to rescue the rem inents of 
I he camps. 
The men related that they saw Gen. 
Felix Gomez and his aide ride forward 
to parley with

first intim ation of hostilities was the 
outburst of m achine gun fire.

day as the only point on the Austro-

miles on this front the Austrian and 
Italian trenches run 
parallel,

but at Zagora they slide

Acid fruits require cooking before 
being added. 
The gelatine combinations are easily 
digested, but of no large food value, 
though they stay the acid stomach. 
Delicious relishes of the gelatine in 
combination with meat or vegetables 
add to the table’s attractiveness. 
The acidulated gelatine 
or 
lemon 
jello is the foundation for all these 
combinations. 
The ice cream powder is complete 
for the freezer when a quart of milk 
is added and makes a half gallon of 
dessert.

him at the coast. 
In the Franco-Prussian waar, Major 
Krause, of the German staff, learned 
i he strength and 
disposition 
of

corps 
through

press. And w hen McMahon attem pt­ 
ed his d is a s tr o u s m arch to the re­ 
lief of Bazaine in Metz, 
his move­ 
m ents v:ere known to 
the Germans 
through the French and English pa­ 
pers. 
During the Spanish-American 
war every detail of the Cuban expe­ 
dition was know'n 
to 
the 
Spanish 
governm ent 
through 
tho 
reports 
.printed in the American new spapers 
and cabled abroad. 
The control of the press as to the 
publication 
of 
m ilitary 
m ovem enti 
began, it is said, when Japan clam p­ 
ed down th e lid in the early days of 
the w ar with Russia. Bulgaria made 
a neat job of it in 
the 
first Balkan 
wrar. And the climax of it is being ex 
perienced in

REPAIR BAD SPOTS IN ROADS 


Mudholes Should Be First Drained and 
Soft Dirt Removed— Don’t Be 
Afraid of Dragging. 


Don’t try to fill a mudhole without 
first draining out the wrater and re­ 
moving tho soft mud. Don’t try to fill 
it with large stones, because if this is 
done there will soon be twTo mudholes 
instead of one. 
Don’t try to fill a 
inudhole with sods or similar m aterial 
which absorb water readily. 
On an earth or gravel road ruts are 
hest treated with the drag. 
Don’t be 
afraid of dragging too often during 
a rainy spell. 
If a thin coat of sand 
or gravel be spread over the road sur­ 
face when it has been softened by 
rain and then worked In by traffic 
and a liberal use of the drag, a poor 
earth road can be much improved and 
made to carry a surprisingly heavy 
traffic for a short time.

exactly the same 
methods and w ith exactly the sam e 
lurid appeals to Mexican patriotism 
the Mexican leaders of 1846 sought 
to unite their people against the “in­ 
vaders.” 
The 
sam e deadline which 
Trevino has draw n against Pershing 
was draw n by 
Meja, 
the 
Mexican 
com m anding general 
at Matamoros. 
against Taylor; but Taylor was far 
from telegraph lines, and 
his only 
answ er to the Mexican bom bast was 
that “the stream will be crossed at 
once.” From then on the campaign 
was continued. The Mexicans w en 
defeated in every im portant engage­ 
ment, the only instance 
of an ap­ 
proxim ately even contest 
being the 
battle of Molina del Rey, and a little 
more than a year later General W in­ 
field Scott raptured the City of Mex 
ico with only about 8,000 men.

Shells From Aeroplanes of 
the Austrians.

H eadquarters of the Italian Army, 
Ju ne 24. 
A departm ent of fine arts is 
one of the features 
of 
the 
Italian 
arm y. 
It is attached to the general 
staff, and it has proved to he such a 
highly im portant feature 
in 
modern 
w arfare that adm iration of it was ex­ 
pressed by General Joffre and the late 
Lord K itchener during their visits to 
Italy. 
This a rt departm ent was organized 
by G eneral C adom a, 
commander 
in 
vhief of the Italian armies, primarily 
for the purpose of protecting and pre­ 
serving the art treasures in the fight­ 
ing areas, not only in Italian territory, 
but in places taken front the Aus­ 
trians. 
U go Ojetti, an art critic of 
international reputation, who has long 
been officially identified with Italian 
art. and architecture, 
was appointed 
the head of the departm ent 
just 
a 
year ago, since which time many mil­ 
lion 
dollars 
worth of a rt treasures 
have been taken in charge. 
T he a rt departm ent is kept fully 
Informed regarding any new advances 
on the part of the Italian army, and 
it frequently acts under artillery fire. 
Once the Austrian troops have been 
definitely dislodged, the art depart­ 
m ents conducts a thorough searc h lor­ 
a n objects, and takes complete charge 
of those that the Austrians have left 
behind . The search often leads into 
graveyard tombs and into vaults un­ 
der churches where the treasures were 
bidden Tor safe keeping in the early 
days of the war. 
But in many in­ 
stan ces the Austrians have taken ev­ 
ery th in g aw ay with them. 
For in­ 
stance, they removed 
I,COO 
objects 
from 
the 
archeological museum at 
Aquileja on the night of April 28, 1015, 
according to Lieutenant Ojetti, at the 
very tim e Austria was offering this 
city to Italy through diplomatic chan­ 
nels. 
According to Lieutenant 
Ojetti, 
it 
was the policy of Austria before the 
w a r to hide from the Italian popula­ 
tion all the Ptomain rem ains suggest­ 
ive of the Italian origin of the coun­ 
try in w hat is now known as “unre­ 
deem ed Italy,” but he said that after 
the w ar tile world will have, through 
th e new Italian occupation, a much 
larger store of Bornan antiquities, the 
existence of many of which has hith­ 
erto been unknown. 
The work of Hie a rt departm ent in 
Venice has given that city the aspect 
cif a much bandaged football player. 
All of its m onum ents have been care­ 
fully protected against the stray shells 
of A ustrian aeroplanes. 
It is estiniat- 
d that no less than 700,000 sacks full 
if sand have been placed around the 
•illest buildings and m onum ents. 
By 
ictual count 20,000 such bags protect 
he Basilica of St. Marks. 
In addi- 
ion so extensively have wooden sup­ 
ports been put about certain build­ 
ings that many bf them, such as the 
Ducal Palace, seem to have been re­ 
built. 
Because 
of the peculiar con­ 
struction of 
the Ducal Palace, it was 
feared that a single shell striking a 
given 
building m ight result in the 
collapse of 
the entire structure and 
the loss to 
the world of a priceless 
example of architecture. Bags of sand 
could not be 
used 
because 
their 
weight might cause the buildings to 
fall or sink. 
It was necessary to erect 
a full set of brick or wooden arches 
to catch the real ones, should they be 
moved by the shook of a shell. 
Lieutenant Ojetti, aided by the half­ 
sailor masons of Venice, labored for 
weeks until now' alm ost every m onu­ 
m ent famous for its artistic value has 
been covered in some m anner. 
Of 
course it has been impossible to cover 
the Campanile, and 
such 
tower I ike 
.structures, but the 
interior 
ceilings 
land paintings were removed w herever 
possible. 
A typical example of the 
?xtreme care used to protect the mas- 
erpieces w as seen at the Scuola di 
San Hocco, from the walls of which 
vere removed all the famous oils by 
Tintoretto. 
In an interview' with the correspond- 
nt of the Associated Press, Lieuten- 
int Ojetti told of his work and said 
hat the war, instead of killing the ar­ 
ist ic spirit would make the art treas- 
lres of the Old World more loved 
han ever. 
“Bight in the m idst of this great 
/ar,” he said, “the Italian government 


i doing its utmost to protect all ob- 
jcts of art, and the rudest soldiers 
the trenches show a decided inter- 
t in art objects. 
For instance, at 
quileja, which we finally took from 
e Austrians, we 
dug 
up 
an 
old 
oman mosaic, and not only the king 


as visited it m any times but thou- 
nds and thousands of our soldiers 
likewise.”

Advisability of Feeding Animal Well 
Is Not Usually Recognized— Give 
Her a Vacation. 


(By FL W. LATTA. New Mexico State 
College.) 
“W ell feed this spoiled hay to tho 
dry cows ” 
This statem ent shows a 
common attitude, but a wrong one. 
True, the dry cow can utilize to ad­ 
vantage, as part of her ration, some 
off-grade hay, but the advisability of 
feeding her well is not usually recog­ 
nized. 
A cow will do better in milk 
production for twelve m onths if she 
has six weeks to twro m onths’ “vaca­ 
tion on full pay.” 
W hile she is dry 
she is nourishing her calf and getting 
her system into condition to give a 
large flow of milk when she freshens. 
While drying off the cow, she may be 
given the starvation 
treatm ent—no 
grain and only a poor grade of dry 
roughage, but as soon as she is dry 
she should be well fed again. 
The 
good dairy cow cannot be made too 
fat, when dry. 
All the fat stored up 
In her body will be milked off again. 
increasing tho yield of milk, and also, 
it has been dem onstrated, her milk 
will test higher throughout the fol­ 
lowing lactation period than if she 
freshens in poor flesh. 
Ten days to two weeks before calv­ 
ing, the feed should be reduced, and 
light, loose feeds of choice quality 
should be fed. Bran, ground oats and 
linseed oilmeal are especially valuable 
at this time. 
A bran m ash fed as l 
warm gruel is excellent to cool out 
the cow’s system. 
It is important to 
have the bowels in a laxative condi­ 
tion at calving time. 
The cow should 
get plenty of exercise, and water not 
too cold. After calving she should not 
be crowded with feed.two weeks should 
pass before she is on full feed. If cared 
for in this w’ay the calf will be strong 
and healthy, and the ccw will be 
ready to do a bit? voar’s w’ork.

Custer’s famous Seventh cavalry, is to 
address and 
give the memorial 
a brief message to the people of tiirj 
northwest from Mrs. George A. Cus­ 
ter, of New York, who is unable to 
be present at the celebration. 
The historic battlefield has been ar 
ranged as near like it wats on the 
memorable Sunday, June 25, of forty 
y ea rs ago. 
An Indian village of about 
15 tepees has been pitched and be­ 
tween 2,000 and 
3,000 
Indians 
are 
ready to take part in the celebration. 
It is hoped by the committees of 
Hillings and Hardin, Mont., and Sher­ 
idan, W yo., who are in charge of the 
arrangements, that the memorial of 
the m assacre will dispel many of the 
misunderstandings relative to the fa­ 
mous battle that 
have 
existed 
for 
many years. 
It has been pointed out 
that Custer really wore his heir cut 
short 
in 
his 
campaign against tho 
Sioux, whereas invariably he is pie 
lured by artists 
and 
described 
b> 
w riters as wearing long yellow' locks. 
General Custer also is almost univer­ 
sally depicted as wearing 
a 
sabre. 
There were no sabres in the Seventh 
cavalry on the expedition. 
In the spring of 1876 the Sioux be 
''ante restless and took 
to the w ar­ 
mth. Their depredations led to the 
ending o fan expedition, commanded 
>y General Terry, against them. 
He 
left Fo rt Abraham Lincoln, Dakota 
May 17, 1786, with a command con 
sisiing of the Seventh Cavalry, com 
panics from 
the 
Sixth 
and Seven 
teenth regiments of infantry and a 
long 
wagon 
train. 
The 
command 


marched overland the entire distance 
the infantry and wagon train being 
left behind to form a supply camp at 
the mouth of the Powder river. The 
cavalry, with pack mules, continued 
At the mouth of the Rosebud, on 
the Yellowstone, T e rry’s column met 
General Gibbon, who had* come fj om 
the west with six companies of *.hc 
Seventh and four troops of the Sec 
ond cavalry. From here, on June 22 
Custer, with 600 men, was sent for 
i ward to the Little Big Horn to attack 
* should he deem advisable, a camp ol 
Sioux. Custer covered the distance ol 
IOO miles in three days, and learning 
that the Indians 
were 
ahead, pre 
pared to attack, he divided his com 
mand, giving Reno three companies 
Benteen 
three 
and 
retaining 
five 
himself. He detailed Captain McDou 
gall, with one company, 
to act as 
rear guard. 
Reno and Benteen w’ent forward. 
Tho former almost immediately en­ 
gaged the Indians in overwhelming 
numbers and retreated to the crest of 
Honors H ill, four miles from the bat­ 
tlefield. 
Custer, instead of supporting 
Reno, as ho had originally planned, 
read I passed around him on the east side \ 
of the stream and was furiously at-j 
tacked by a large body of Sioux. 
He 
was surrounded on a ridge and his 
whole command was wiped out in 
less than two hours after the fight 
started. 
Reno and Benteen fought 
the Indians the rest of the day and 
until Terry and Gibbon arrived dur­ 
ing the afternoon of the third day.

Washington, June 24.—The efficien­ 
cy of the United States consular ser­ 
vice is seriously threatened by the in­ 
creased cost of living in the diplomat­ 
ic and consular posts throughout the 
world, and valuable 
diplomatic 
and 
consular officers may bi? obliged to 
resign if relief is not extended, ac­ 
cording to the foreign relations com­ 
mittee of the National Foreign Trade 
Council, which made public today a 
report which will be 
submitted 
to 
congress, urging appropriations to en­ 
able the president to offset the high­ 
er cost of living in the lower-paid di­ 
plomatic and consular posts. 
The re­ 
port declares that this was a necessity 
of American preparedness for keener 
competition in world commerce after 
the war. 
The report urges the pur­ 
chase of buildings 
for 
the * United 
States consulate and 
other 
govern­ 
ment offices at Shanghai, a legation 
building at Panam a and the “Ameri­ 
canization” of the consular service. 
“The diplomatic and consular ser­ 
vices 
are 
handmaidens 
of 
foreign 
trade,” .says the 
report. 
“Not 
only 
have they safeguarded, under normal 
conditions, an unprecedented export 
and a large import commerce, but in 
twenty-siy 
separate 
instances 
are 
caring for interests in enemy coun­ 
tries. 
Treaty restoration will deter­ 
mine the future commercial policies 
of Europe. Our diplomats and consuls 
should have greater facilities for an­ 
ticipation and analysis of new com­ 
mercial policies of the great powers 
and their colonies. An American min­ 
ister discharging his functions from 
poorly located rented quarters is not 
an impressive unit in world diplomacy. 
Many consuls are nowr 
chained 
to 
clerical drudgery who should be given 
time to cultivate important sources of 
iniormation. 
“The pending bill provides for an 
increase of ll,421,966, but this will be 
more than offset by 
revenue 
from 
fees collected by the consular service 
abroad. 
This seivice 
is 
practically 
self-sustaining, a record seldom met 
in government, and the envy of other 
nations. 
It is not unusual to find 
British and German economic reviews 
and newspapers exhorting their gov­ 
ernments to adopt some of the suc­ 
cessful features of the American sys­ 
tem.” 
The cost of 
living 
at diplomatic 
and 
consular 
posts 
throughout the 
world, according to 
report, 
has in­ 
creased from 15 to 128 per cent, and 
since the majority 
of 
consular and 
secretarial diplomatic salaries are be- 
lowr 13,000 they council says: “The sit­ 
uation is so 
serious 
that 
valuable 
diplomatic and consular officers may 
be obliged to resign if relief is not 
extended.” 
Post allowances 
are recommended 
as a permanent method of equalizing 
abnormal increase of living costs at 
lowr paid posts, but a general revis­ 
ion 
upward 
of 
American 
consular 
salaries after the 
European 
war is 
recommended with 
the 
declaration 
that the character of American con­ 
sular duties ranks 
with 
far better 
paid work at home. The government 
is urged to pay the cost of transpor­ 
tation of consular and diplomatic of­ 
ficers, their families 
and 
household 
effects, and enable 
those 
who have 
no personal means to avoid h a r a s s ­ 
ing personal indebtedness. 
The re­ 
port adds: 
“The average American 
does not 
realize that in many 
parts 
of 
the 
world the American consul is some­ 
times the only 
and 
most important 
native born resident. Where his sal­ 
ary is less than $3,000 or $4,000 and 
he has no private 
means, 
and does 
possess a familly, his lot is difficult. 
Surrounded 
by consular 
colleague? 
who are better paid or w ho are draw n 
from a money class, and who are fre­ 
quently well housed 
by 
their 
gov­ 
ernments, the 
American 
consul 
is 
hard put creditably to uphold the dig 
nity of his government and maintain 
his personal pride. 
That 
both 
are 
sometimes done Is a tribute 
to the 
personality, frugality 
and ingenuity 
of these officials, but often the task; 
is impossible and American prestige 
suffers.” 
Without taking up the entire ques­ 
tion of goveryment-owned embassies, 
legations and consulates, the report 
declares that for many years the only 
outward and visible sign of American 
authority at Shanghai, the greatest 
port of China, was a flag over the 
shabby buildings occupied 
by 
tile 
consulate-general, postoffice, jail, pub­ 
lic health hospital and federal court 
where the United States exercises ex­ 
tra territorial jurisdiction 
over 
its 
nationals. 
The state department has 
recommended the purchase and im­ 
provement, for $355,000, of the digni­ 
fied buildings now’ rented for United 
States authorities, but the house of 
representatives approved the appro­ 
priation of only $150,000, which in­ 
validates the proposition, since the 
buildings can be purchased only as a 
group and the lease expires on July 13, 
this year, and cannot be renewed, “in 
which event,” declares the committee 
of the National Foreign Trade Coun­ 
cil, “the consular and other officers 
will be forced again 
to 
move 
to 
quarters so inferior to those of simi­ 
lar representatives 
of 
other 
great 
lowers, as to menace American pres­ 
tige in the far east. 
At a time when 
monumental public buildings are be­ 
ing erected throughout 
the 
United 
States and a $20,000,000 public build­ 
ing bill Is contemplated by congress, 
the importance of providing a digni­ 
fied habitation for 
the 
government 
which enunciated the principle of the 
‘Open Door,* and stood for the in­ 
tegrity of the Chinese Empire, should 
require no further argument. 
The senate and house are asked to 
appropriate IKK),000 recommended by 
the state department for a legation* 
building it Tanaina, where the pres!-J 


dent of Panama long neo officially of­ 
fered to donate a site in the vicinity 
of the legation buildings already erect­ 
ed by Spain and Cuba. “For the Unit­ 
ed States to continue to occupy rent­ 
ed quarters at Panama where it has 
expended nearly half a billion dollars 
in building the canal,” says the re­ 
port, “will be voluntarily to occupy 
an invidious position in the eyes of 
citizens of 
all 
nations 
who 
will 
traverse the new’ highway of interna­ 
tional commerce. It Is also important 
that no other diplomatic establish­ 
ment at Havana should overshadow’ 
that of the United States.

Difficulty of Securing Supplies From 
Abroad and Failure of Ordinary 
Wages Given as Cause of 
Other 
Troubles 


Christiana, June 24.—Christiana is 
having a combination 
of 
good and 
bad times. Shipbuilding 
ana marine 
freights cause the boom, 
while the 
difficulty of 
securing 
supplies from 
abroad and the failure 
of ordinary 
wages to 
fit 
the 
prevailing 
high 
prices cause the hard times. 
People who have shares 
in ships 
and the 
various 
shipbuilding con 
cerns are 
having 
everything 
their 
own way. 
Many 
persons who held 
stock which paid nothing at all or 
else very nominal dividends of from 
3 to 5 per cent 
a 
year 
for many 
years, nowr have, 
in 
some cases, re 
reived rash dividends of from 25 tc 
50 per cent. 
One night not long ago there was 
excitement down around the Grand 
hotel on the main boulevard of Karl 
Johans gade. 
Some 
new- stock had 
been issued on the installment basis 
whereby a purchaser paid about one 
third down and agreed 
to 
pay the 
other two-thirds as the money 
wan 
needed by the companies concerned. 
The stock, one-third paid for, began 
to rise in value as 
general 
freight 
rates advanced, but as the companies 
began calling for additional payments 
many owners found themselves com 
polled to sell at least a part of their 
holdings in order to pay obligations 
on the remainder. The result was a 
conflict between rising prices on the 
one hand and forced 
sales 
on the 
other. All sorts of people wrere buy 
ing and selling, from news boys up; 
crowds collecting on the streets and 
in the lobbies of the hotels in ordet 
to close their transactions. How’ever 
the value of this kind of paper aftei

It Is reported that millionaire ship 
owners in Bergen, Norway’s big ship­ 
ping center, have increased since the 
war began from six or seven to over 
forty, and that Norway now has the 
largest merchant marine of any. coun­ 
try in the world. Before the w’ar Eng­ 
land w’as her only rival 
in this re­ 
spect. 
The hard times 
talk 
comes from 
people who either have not gotten in 
on the shipping deals or perhaps got 
in on the wrrong side 
of 
the profits 
column, for notwithstanding the up­ 
ward

stocks, there have been enough fluc­ 
tuations to cause many people to lose 
heavily. However, prices of the ne­ 
cessities of life are rising and a good 
many things can not be secured at 
any price. 
Salaries and wages have 
not kept up with the increased cost 
of foodstuffs. 
These 
are high and 


may be higher, and with Norway at 
least partially mobilized, some of tho 
productive earning power of the com­ 
munity is, for the time 
being elimi­ 
nated. 
It should be remembered that be­ 
fore the war Norway was one of the 
cheap countries in which to live. It 
was not so many 
years 
ago that a 
crown, worth about 
27 
cents then, 
was looked upon and used just about 
the way that Americans look upon a 
dollar. Today a crown is worth about 
30 cents, and as far as Christiana is 
concerned, will buy just about what 
Americans can get for that, amount. 
A young clerk and a young engineer­ 
ing graduate looked forward to being 
promoted to $100 
crowrns 
a 
month 
just about the 
way 
American boys 
look forward to $100 a month. A man 
who got $6,000 crowns per annum or 
500 crowns per month was consider­ 
ed well off. The trouble now is that 
the young man in Christiana is still 
getting not much more than his IOO 
crowns and the older man or employe 
is getting only a little more than his 
6,000 per year. 
It 
can be seen that 
when these amounts can 
buy 
only 
what can be bought 
in the United 
States for $30 and $1,800, respective­ 
ly, there is some 
reason 
for 
com* 
plaint about the 
increased 
cost of 
living. 
Prices have increased about as fol­ 
low's: Carfare is the 
same, 
as 
the 
company gets its power from moun­ 
tain streams, which run all the time, 
war or no war. 
Reduced to United 
States currency, coal costs about ten 
times as much 
as 
before 
the war. 
Milk has gone 
from 
five 
to eight 
cents per liter: bread from eight to 
eleven cents 
per 
loaf; 
eggs 
from 
twenty-two to 
forty-eight 
cents per 
dozen. Meat has doubled in price; it 
now’ sells from thirty-three to fifty- 
five cents per pound. 
Pending 
and 
projected strikes and lockouts in the 
various trades have 
not 
tended to 
help m atters 
very 
much; how’ever, 
the government 
has 
interceded in 
these matters now’ and hopes are en­ 
tertained that these matters can be 
adjusted. 
To encourage thrift the municipali­ 
ty has secured control of the vacant 
lots of the city and has let them to 
industrious citizens in 
small tracts 
for a very moderate sum for the sum­ 
mer season on 
the 
condition 
that 
they be planted to potatoes or other 
staple foodstuffs. 
During 
the past 
month the holders 
of 
these 
tracts 
could be 
seen 
industriously 
work 
ing in the evening 
twilight, 
for at 
this latitude, even as early as May I, 
it Js not dark until after 9 in the ev­ 
ening. In June

Another m atter which may be not­ 
ed Is the high rate of interest w’hich 
banks here pay on savings accounts; 
viz.. 4 and 4^2 per cent. 
American 
gold is selling at a very low figure at 
the local exchanges. Previously one 
could get about thirty-eight crowns 
for a ten-dollar gold piece; one c$n 
not now’ get more than thirty-three 
or thirty-four erow’ns. English pounds 
sterling are not any better off, while 
German marks are still lower. Rus 
sian rubles, due it is 
understood, to 
having been placed 
on 
a paper or 
promise to pay' basis, are lower than 
any of the others. 
All sorts of 
financial adjustments 
have to be made on account of Pie ^* 
ent unusual conditions. Banks which 
heretofore have 
provided 
funds for 
building operations, in the shape o*. 


first mortgages, now’ find it more pro­ 
fitable to buy tip government obliga­ 
tions of various kinds, and are there­ 
fore not aiding house construction as 
heretofore. On account of the rapid 
growth of Christiana this 
has made 
the housing question a rather serious 
one to the inhabitants. House rents 
have increased at least 50 per cent, 
itnd as leases expire they are gener­ 
ally renewed at the higher figure. 
In order to raise 
funds 
for 
new’ 
buildings, builders and property own­ 
ers are now' inviting prospective ten­ 
ants to subscribe to shares in new 
apartment 
houses. 
Permission 
to 
lease an apartment 
of 
a proposed 
new building at a certain fixed rental 
goes with the sale of a certain num­ 
ber of shares. In the leasing of apart­ 
ments in numerous buildings now be­ 
ing erected for competion before the 
winter sets in, it is necessary to pur­ 
chase about 5,000 crowns in stock in 
order to secure the privilege of rent­ 
ing an ordinary modern apartment of 
from four to six rooms. 
Dow’n on the w’ater front the docks 
are piled high with different kinds of 
freight. 
Pig 
iron 
from 
Sweden, 
American cotton seed oil, flour, cot­ 
ton, automobiles 
and 
machinery of 
various ninds. All ocean going steam­ 
ers, except the 
English, 
have their 
names printed in huge 
letters along 
the entire side of the ship with the 
national flag painted at each end. No 
German boats are noticed, for while 
they do occasionally make the trip 


within the three-mile limit along the 
coast of Sw’eden 
and 
Norway’ froTn 
Denmark, the risk is pretty high and 
freight to and from Germany is gen­ 
erally sent by rail through Sweden 
and Denmark. A new’ German motor 
car shipped from Strassburg was no­ 
ticed. Presumably on account of the 
scarcity of rubber, 
the 
tires 
were 
made of a series of detachable wood­ 
en blocks 
bound 
together 
with a 
steel band like 
a 
flexible 
w’ooden 
chain. The car w’as run off the dock 
by its own power and the vibrations 
over the Belgian black pavement did 
not appear to be excessive. 
Political opinion 
here 
is divided. 
There is very little high strung, ar­ 
gumentative kind of feeling. Norway 
has never suffered from the growth 
of German power and the people are

Passenger and mail vessels are now 
regularly boarded by 
British officers 
and conducted by them through the 
mine fields to Kirkwall, 
in the Ork­ 
ney islands, where mail is removed 
for inspection by 
the 
censor, 
who 
then forwards m atter not considered 
detrimental to the allied cause to its 
destination.
